the Storting. 

When an election takes place the 
Norwegian eleztors must choose, in 
addition to the direct member, a vice- 
deputy member to take his place 
should the representative be at any 


time unavoidably absent from the 
Sturting. For eack seat contested each 
party may put furward one candidate 
and one vicc-deputy candidate. The 
voting, both for member and deputy 
member, takes place on the same cay 
and, althouh it seldom happens, it is

and vice versa.

The poor law of- 
ficers general'y know personally al- 
most every indiviiual who applies for 
relief and they have general'y a per- 
sonal know.+dge of the history of 
each case with which they are called 
upon to deal.—-Londson Times. 

BLIND CAN READ PAPERS BY EAR 
Type Reading Octophone Has Been 
Greatly Perfected by its Inventor 
Fournier d’Albe 
It is now possible for a blind man 
to read by tie ear, owing to the im- 
provements in an electrical instru- 
ment which was first shown by Four- 
nier d’Albe gt last year’s British asso- 

ciation meeting. 

The instrument has as its basic 
principle the peculiar property of 
selenium, by vhich the strength of an 
electric current passing through it 
varies with the amount of light. It is 
connected with a telephcne receiver, 
and according as more or less light 
falls on the se’enium 80 does the elec- 
tric curreut passing through the re- 
ceiver vary, and consequently the 
sounds heard in the receiver vary. 

By throwing a powerful light on 
ordinary le<terpress, it is possible to 
differentiace between letters by dif- 
ferent sounés in the receiver. 

An ordinary newspaper can thus be 
read by the “type-reading octophone.”

“The conditions of toil are often ub- 
necessarily hard. Laborsaving de- 
vices in the home are sometimes 
scantily prov.ded, while those for the 
barn and field are ample. ‘Evil is 
wrought by want of thought as well 
as want of heart’ Let us glance at 
a single illustration—the supply of 
water in the house. The agricultural 
survey of 1910 f.und that in Prince 
Edward Island ninety-seven per ceat. 
of the farm houses obtain water from 
wells outside the house. All carry the 
water by hend. In Nova Scotia only 
two per cent. of the farm hovses 
have water piped to the house, In 
New Brunawick ninety-five per cent. 
obtain water from wells anc springs. 
In English-speaking Quebec  ninety- 
two per cent carry water by hand. 
These conditions are general. This 
lack is due perhaps chiefly to tne

OIL FOR THE NAVY 


Admiralty Plans for World-Wide Sup- 
ply Depot System 

A great scLeme for the provision of 
oil supplies fo. the navy is being 
worked out by th» British government, 
and in order to prevent an undue ac- 
cession in the price of desirable pros- 
pective fleius, the admiralty are ob- 
serving great secrecy regarding the 
movements of their agents. The idea 
is that the admiralty shall establish 
immense scores of oil on British terri- 
tory on all the main ocean highways 
to replace coaling stations. In order 
to carry cut this project ofl supplies 
are sought in territory as nearly con- 
tiguous to the proposed stations as 
possible, to redrece the cost of trans- 
portation to a minimum, and to estab- 
lish an ample anc continuous supply. 
British agents are now in the United 
States, Brazil, Persia, Canada and 
elsewhere prospecting for oil, but up 
to the present no details of their re- 
ports are available. For the Pacific 
oil stores California is being looked to 
for a supply, ard this is causing some 
misgiving in Canada, where oi! is 
found in payiny quantities. But the

[ the Herds 
Three United States commissioners 
and two Canadian commissioners will 
spend the summer at the Pribilof 
islands in a study of the propogation 
of seals in northern waters. 

The scientists chosen to it 
the United States are: W. H- 
of the biological department of the 
Field museum of natural history, Chi- 
cago; Dr. George H. Parker, professor 
of biology, Harvard; Edward A. Pre- 
bel of the United States biological 
survey. All these three men are if 
considerable experience in the north, 
and are familiar with the animals 
found there. 

Their present commissions will en- 
tail a study on the seals at their breed- 
ing grounds on tie islands of St. Paul 
and St. George, with the object of *e- 
termining the rate of propogation and 
whether the killing of a certain num- 
ber of males each year affects the 
‘rate of propogation. 

An actual census of the seals which 
come to the Rockies will be among 
the tasks of the commission. Bxactly 
what method of taking the census and 
marketing the seals will be employed 
has not been determined, according to 
Mr. Osgood. In the past various 
methods have been suggested and 
used, such as shaving of the one side 
of the head and tranding with irons. 

It is estimated that the seal herd, at 
the time the United States acquired 
the islands, numbered no less than 1,- 
500,000. This number has constantly 
diminished, and there has been a 
great variance of opinion as to the 
proper methoc of managing the seal 
industry. The slaughtering of seals 
was prohibited for a period of five 
years by the act of congress in 1912, 
except for the purpose of supplying 
the natives of the Pribilof islands 
with food. 

Treaties have been entered into be- 
tween the United States and Great 
Britain, Russia and Japan, governing 
the conduct of the seal industry. The 
government handles directly whatever 
skins are taken. 

The first actuai census of the seals 
taken, which was in 1912, the first 
season after the prohibitory law went 
into effect, showed the herd to con- 
tain 215,940 seals, which was estimat- 
ed to represent a gain of 30,000 over 
1911. The census about to be taken 
will indicate what rate of increase 
has been nad« under the protection 
of the law

Bennett Burleigh, War Writer, Dead 

Bennett Burleigh, one of the fore- 
most war correspondents of modern 
times, died recently at his London res- 
idence. He served as correspondent in 
many Wars; 

A Scotchman, born in Glasgow 
nearly seventy years ago, he joined 
the ranks of the confederates in the 
civil war and fought through the en- 
tire campaign, being twice captured 
and sentenced ‘to death by the north- 
ern troops. 

Later he .urned to newspaper work 
and reported a number of campaigns 
for a news agency. In 1882 he began 
his connection with the London Daily 
Telegraph, which lasted until his 
death. He followed for that paper the 
British Egyptian war and _ various 
Soudan campaigns, the French annexa- 
tion of Madagascar, the- Ashanti war, 
the Spanish exped‘tion in Morocco, the 
Somali war, the Russo-Japanese war 
and the recent Balkan war. 

For many vears he Was able to visit 
his home only on rare occasions owing 
to his constant service in the field. 

At one time Burleigh went into poli- 
tics and stood for a Scottish constitu- 
tency. He was the author of a num- 
ber of books. 

Bennett Burleigi). was well known to 
many Canadians and was a welcome 
visitor"to the Canudian hut at the Bis- 
ley meeting. During the American 
civil war Le was jailed in Toronto, ac- 
cused of belligerent acts on Canadian 
soil. He was eventually liberated by 
order of the imperial government.

Probably the man Who knows more 
diplomatic secrets than anybody else 
in the world is Leopold de Rothschild, 
of London, England, one of the prin- 
cipals of the great international bank- 
ing house of Rothschild. He igs the 
friend and confidant of every ambas- 
sador and minister accredited to tLe 
court of St. James’. and continual!y in 
their company. I it to be wondered 
at that he is acquainted with most 
moves on the chess boards of the na- 
tions? 

As one of th principals of the great 
banking house bearing his name his 
position as a controller of the money 
market naturai'y makes him the most 
sought-efter personage in London, for 
no great government loan can be 
floated without the house of Roths- 
child being directly or indirectly con- 
sulted. 

To Leopold de Rothschild come the 
envoys of state for advice and guid- 
ance; often to submit to him vast 
schemes for the raising of money. In 
the development of a country, in the 
provision of railways. in the numer- 
ous other activities for which money ig 
needed, Mr. Roihschild plays a far 
greater part than most people suspect. 
His bank in St. Swithin’s lane, Lon- 
don, is an international medium for 
relieving nations and states cf mone- 
tary difficulties. 

For years catinet ministers have 
consulted Weopuld de Rothschild on 
financial questiors affecting the coun- 
try, and there is still an intimate, 
though little suspected, connection be- 
tween the cabinet and the house of 
Rothschild.

MAKES AEROPLANES SAFE 


Stabilizing Machinc Will Prevent Air 
Accidents 

Striking demonstrations of a stabil- 
izing device fu. aeroplanes Were made 
at Bezons, near Paris, by two Ameri- 
cans, Sperry and his son. The device 
which weighs only forty pounds and 
measures some eighteen inches across 
and twelve inches high, is based on a 
quadruple ‘gyruscope driven by elec- 
tric power generated by the engines of 
the aeroplune. Qnzw pair of gyroscopes 
work on the elevating planes and are 
so balanced tha: the moment tke 
planes are at a dangerous angle the 
gyroscopes throw them back into th ir 
‘correct position.

REGULATIONS PROVIDED FOR 
ERADICATION OF BOVINE 
TUBERCULOSIS 


004,!The Dominion Department of Agricul- 


ture Authorized to rate With 
Cities and Towns to Ensure Sani- 
tary Condition in Dairies. 

Drastic regulat:ons are provided in 
the order-in-council authorizing the 
department v/ agriculture to co-operate 
with cities or towns for the eradica- 
tion of bovine tuberculosis. The aid of 
the department of agriculture is to be 
; given to towus of a population of not 
less than 6,000 which have made pro- 
vision for the livensing of dairies 
from which theiy wilk’ supplies are 
drawn, these licenses to be issued 
only if the dairy conforms to a stand- 
ard requiving ampie air space in the 
stables, ventilation, drainage and at 
least two square feet of window glass 
for each cow. 

Two yeors ago the test of each cow 
in the dai‘y the sale within the sity 
or towy of milk oi cream shall be 
prohibited un’2ss herds show a clean 
bill of health from sanitary  in- 
spectors. Each city or town shall ap 
point an inspector or inspectors to see 
that the cows are kept clean and pro- 
perly fed ond cared tor. 

When these requirements have been 
carried out Ly any city or town und 
an applicatiog madé for the co-opera- 
tion of the veterinary director-general, 
the latter shall send veterinary in- 
spectors to insp2ct the dairy cows and 
bulls, subjecting them to the tuber- 
culin test as well as making physical 
examination in each case. Cows in- 
fected with open tuberculosis and 
which are distributing the germs of 
the disease through the milk or other 
wise shall be slaughtered at an abat- 
toir under inspection or in the pres- 
ence of ite inspector who shall give 
directions as to the disposition of ine 
carcass. Re-acto:s to the test are to 
be separated from non-reactors to the 
test and shall be immediately slaugb- 
tered after they have been prepared 
for the block by 4rying off and fecd- 
ing; or they may be retained in the 
herd and no milk or cream from the 
herd sold unti: iP Las been pastuer- 
ized. 

Provision ix made for the compensa- 
tion of te owners. of all cows 
slaughtered under these regulations, 
the compensa‘ion to be equal to one- 
half the appraised value in the case of 
open tuberculosis, one-third the ap- 
praised value '{ the cow is destroyed 
as a re-actor at the request of the 
owner, the owner te be also given tne 
salvage from the carcass provided the 
amount of salvage and compensation 
do not exceed the appraised value of 
which the surplus goes to the receiver 
general. 

The regulations provide for pericd- 
ical tests whenever deemed necessary 
by the ve.erizary director-geveral. No 
new cows are to be added to a herd 
unless they have passed the test of 
the departmen.. When the successive 
tests fai] to deter any’ reactor in a 
herd it shall be deemed healthy and 
the veterinary iaspector is authorized 
to give a certificate to that effect up 
on request.

bronze. They took on a development, 


being quite large affairs, ten inches 
or so in length, and hollow, as if de- 
signed to be attached to the gown.in 
front, and possibly to contain flowers. 
Not infrequently they were ornament- 
ed with gems. 

Another ancient invention was the 
collar stud. It is true that the an- 
cient Romans did not use buttons to 
fasten their ‘garments, but for this 
very reason safety pins were more 
urgently required, and the latter 
seems to have been supplemented by 
studs of bronze, which were in shape 
exactly like those of to-day. Of 
course, people in those days wore no 
collars, but the little contrivance in 
question was utilized in other ways. 
Probably—and, indeed, the assump- 
tion is not a rash one—it had in that 
early epoch the same habit as now 
of rolling under a piece of furniture 
on slight provocation, for the purpose 
of eluding observation and _ pursuit, 
with the usual perversity of inani- 
mate objects. 

all modern inventions, none 
seems to belong more typically to the 
present day than the so-called McGill 
paper fastener—the small brass con- 
trivance used to fasten a number of 
sheets of paper together. Yet (though 
it has been patented), it was well 
known more than two thousand years 
ago, being ‘used by the soldiers of 
Rome as an incidental of their cos- 
tume. The belt of thin copper worn 
by the ancient legionary was fastened 
to a strip of cloth, for lining, with a 
series of little bronze clamps exactly 
like the paper fastener in question. 

Various institutions have got to- 
gether a very interesting collection 
of such ancient inventions—one . of 
the specimens shown being the belt 
of an ancient Roman soldier, which 
exhibits the application of the con- 
trivance described. Among other ob- 
jects belonging to the same category 
are thimbles 2,500 years old. They 
are of bronze, and their outer surfaces 
show the familiar indentations for 
engaging the head of the needle. In- 
deed, these thimbles are much like 
modern ones, barring the fact that 
they have no tons to cover the end 
of the finger. For that matter, how- 
ever, many thimbles of to-day are 
topless. 

The women in those days had 
bronze bodkins, made just like those 
In use now, and for toilet purposes 
they employed small tweezers of a 

ttern that has not yet been altered 
n 2,000 years. To hold their hair in 
place, they had not hit upon the no- 
tion of bending a wire double; but 
they used for that purpose straight 


bronze pins, made exactly like mod- ~ 


ern hat pins with.big spherical heads. 
It is from this early type of hairpin, 
In truth, that the hat pin of to-day is 
derived. Mayhan the ancient Roman 
virago, when aroused to rage, pluck- 
ed an improvised dagger from her 
back hair and employed it vigorously. 

In the collection referred to is a 
number of fish hooks, nb less thar 
8,000 years old, obtained from ancient 
Swiss lake dwellings. They are of 
bronze, and in shape are exactly like 
the most improved modern fish hooks. 
They have the same curves and the 
same barbs, with a similar expansion 
of the top of the shank for the attach- 
ment of the line. Barring the metal 
of which they are composed, they 
might have been made yesterday. 

Other curios from the old Etruscan 
tombs are strainers, ladles, spoons, 
and knives of bronze. Such articles, 
as well as daggers and other weapons 
and ‘utensils were cast most common: 
ly in molds that were made of hard 
stone, a pair of stones being required 
to produce the object, which was 
afterwards polished and otherwise 
elaborated. Among the ‘most inter- 
esting of the contrivances for the 
toilet is a fine tooth comb of ivory, 
which in shape is precisely like the 
fine tooth combs, of to-day. 

Of course the gentleman of ancient 
Rome -was.obliged. to shave himself 
unless he chose to wear a beard, and 
for this purpose he used a razor which 
must have made the operation decid- 
edly severe. It was not at all like 
modern razors, but was of bronze, 
and somewhat like a small sickle, 
very broad in the moon-shaped blade, 
and with a handle rigidly attached. 

Naturally, the Roman damsel or 
matron had to have something in the 
way of a looking glass, and it is odd 
to find that her hand mirror was pre- 
cisely of the most fashionable modern 
type. It was of polished bronze, be- 
cause the art of silvering glass to 
make it serve as a reflector, was then 
unknown. 

Every Roman _ gentleman had a 
latch key which fitted the door of his 
dwelling. It was attached to a finger 
fing so that it could not easily be 
ost, and would always be ready for 

mvenient use, no matter what the 
hour or the condition of the owner,
